your paper I wish to nut as special re
porter lor thellon, School Hoard, which
met at tho oillco of T. C. Duncan.
Oregon, on Batunlay March 30th. This
meeting of the Hoard had been looked
forwaitl to with groat-- lntorost
on tho part of all our citizens, ns thoro
had been a petition circulated praying
the Hoard to build an addition to our
present Fubllo School Unlldlng. cost
ing about $8,000, etc. At this meeting
of the Hoard this question was to bo
decided for or against the prayers of
uic petitioners.

With this preface, I will cudaavor
to give n faithful report of tlto posi-
tions taken by each member, nnd their
arguments for or against said peti-
tion.

After some preliminary business had
beon gone through with, such ns grant-
ing school orders, etc., tho aforesaid pe-

tition was unrolled by Mr. Kauchor,
the Secretary of tho Hoard, contnlnmg
one hundred nnd seventy-seve-n names
of voters and taxpayers of tho district,
(over foitr-tini-is of nil tho voters in
t.ald district), backed up by a petition
Irotn tlto ladles, petitioning not ns vo-
ters and but ns wives,
mothers and sisters, feeling n deep In
terest In the cause of education, asking
the Hoard to favorably consider this
great educational movement.

Mr. haueher moved that the Hoard
take the necessary steps to comply
Willi tho request of tlto petitioners.

Seconded by Mr. Cummins.
No sooner was this question falrlvbe-

foro tho Hoard, when J. Martin trnve vent
to ins leellngs In about tho following
languago i no was entirely opposed to
this petition; the prlnclplo was wronc:
the Idea of taxing a man unless ho was
willing, was a bad precedence, nnd If
this qustlon was agitated would bring
on another war. If ovory man but ono
In tho district would petition him to
build a school house, ho would not bo
pi favor of levying a tax for that pur
pose without the consent of that single
man. These were the principles ho
lived for nnd If necessary was readv
to die for.

Judge Lehmer, with nil tho dlcnltv
of a presiding County Judge, said ho
was opposed to anything being taught
in our public schools except tho prima
ry branches ; nnd that our school law
was all wrong In requiring tho Hoard
to provide schools of n higher grade.
Learn n child to read, write and cipher.
and It they wanted nnvthlncr better.
ici mem go sonicwnero ciso nnd pay
for It. Ho was opposed to listening to
to this petition.

Next, Judge Itussell delivered his
ouieiai opinion, thusly: Do i d not
think we needed an additional school
building. Didn't think we were crowd-
cd, nnd thought wo did not havo as
many children In tho district now ns
last year; and the peopio wcro op-
pressed with heavy tuxcn (wUU-- l ono
and one-eig- per cent), nnd the pres-
ent building would do us two or three
years yet. So he was opposed to tho
petition.

uncle Henry Watson said: He was
elected on the anti-scho- house ticket,
over two years ago, lint If the peopio
wanted to build s school house lie
would resign, and let them elect some
other man, (n sensible conclusion).
Hut Judge Lehmer said, "No 1 wo can
affiml to pay you something not to re-
sign," which remark I presume

his ideas of tho Justice to his
constituents.

Katicher and Cummins strongly fa-

vored tho petition, and gavo their rea-
sons for so doing substantially, as s:

Tho proposed school building
would enable us to establish tho higher
grades of school contemplated by law,
thereby obviate the necessity of send
ing our children, away from home in
fluences, to bo educated clscwhcro at
great expense. That such a school
Would l)e an Inducement for good citi
zens to settle In our town such cltl
zens ns would make good neighbors,
and help build up good society. That
It would call pupils from outside the
district to como here to bo educated,
and prepare themselves for a life-wo-

ot teaching. That it would bo tho
means ot elevating the standard of
teaching throughout tho county. That
it was a much needed Improvement.
is our present building was over
crowded. That it was a rcasonble
request of tho petitioners, ns our taxes
would bo light tlto comlnrr year, and
tlie additional tax would not bo bur- -
densonic. That It was tho duty of the
Hoard as public scrvnntu to grant the
request of nn overwhelming majority
of their constituents, etc.

A vote was taken : two fur and four
againrt. Tims ends tho hopes of the
friends of education for tho piesent.
Hut, thank God, tho world moves, and
tho tlmo may yet come, when tho op-

position to tills movement may sco
tho error of their ways., which is tho
prayer of SPECTATOR.

The collector Is to be paid a salary In
proportion to the assessed value of the
respective counties, together with fees
for distraining and selling property to
pay taxes, the same as are allowed to
the sheriff on execution.

remarks wllh rofcrenco to Mr. Allen's
Intended refutation ngnlnst my Into ad
vertisement In your paper. In the Ilrst
place I think his nltempt to "disabuse
tlio mind of nny one," is certainly very
weak, which I shall attempt to show.

The first plausible mistnko Mr.

As to my hold-
ing Henry Kunkel's deed "over two
years before recording" Is also true, but
docs not signify that same subject to
similar acts.
